1) I am the inventor of the invention for which the above-identified patent application 
was filed on January 2, 1999 (hereinafter "the invention"), and which is a continuation 
application of U.S. Patent Application No. 09/448,179, filed on November 24, 1999;

application or any patent issuing thereon.
